sity of conservation and gave valuable 
hints to patriotic 
women who are 


anxious to do their part, but are at 
loss just how to proceed. 


During the course of her addrefs. the 


speaker said that the wool grown in 
this country is never sufficiently large 
for the needs of civilians even in times 
of peace. 
We grow 
but about half 


wliat we need in scoured wool in nor- 
mal times, hence the shortage is made 
up by the addition of what is known 
ac "pulled wool." which is wool but 
not of the best quality, and makes a 
"shoddy" cloth. 


At the present time, 
the army 


using more wool than we use and it 
must be of good quality. If there is 
a bis demand among people for good 
wool, the speaker said, it will be sup- 
plied, but it means 
taking 
so rcuch 


away—from the soldiers. She said that 
the buying of quantities of cloth 
is 


just as unpatriotic as the hoarding of 
flour. 
She also urged the use of American- 


made goods. 
There is a very great 


pressure for a "Made ill America" la- 
bel. The thing for us to do is 10 buy 
as little as possible, and to use Ameri- 
can goods; and if we do not flnd them 
quite so good as the English tweeds.or 
the French fine woolens that we have 
heretofore demanded, we must stand 
behind our 
manufacturers who, 


working on government 
orders, 
are 


giving the best cloth to the soldiers.- 


The garment workers, also, ara mak- 


ing garments with less cloth, both for 
men and women. 
We must give up 


the rapid changes in styles, and wear 
standardized 
garments, 
if 
possible. 


And we must keep our clothes moving. 
When we have a garment that we 
cannot use, we. must give it away to 
someone who will wear it, and not 
store It in the attic. In the case of 
cloth that cannot be used by any one. 
the rag man should get it, because he 
will dispose of 
it where 
it will be 


pulled to pieces and made over. 


Also, more than ever before, women 


should know how to buy. In England, 
they are making a government cloth 
for men, and talking of a government 
cloth for women.

The report says: 


"Early this morning1 ihe enemy made 
second attempt to raid our positions 


southeast of MesnH (north of Albert), 
but was repulsed. 


'Another successful 
raid, in addt- 


ion to those reported this morning", 


carried out by us last night in 


the neighborhood of He but erne. Heavy 
casual ties were inflicted on the ene- 
my in these encounters and we cap- 
tured a few prisoners. 


"On the remainder of the front there 


was nothing" beyond artillery activity 
on both sides in the different sectors." 


The report issued at midday reads: 
"A number of successful raids were 


carried out by us last night on dif- 
ferent parts of the front. In the sec- 
tor southest of Arras our troops en- 
tered the German 
trenches 
at two 


points and captured 14 prisoners and 
a machine gun. 


"Other raiding parties brought back 


a few prisoners from the enemy's po- 
itions in the neighborhood of Locon 
and, in the sector between the forest 
of Xieppe and Metcren. 


"North of the Tpres-Comines canal 


Ifi prisoners were captured by us.

the Messiah) 
in 
New York 
became 


even more widely known. 


The greatest furore created by Dr. 


Savage in recent years was when he 
set all New York society by the ears 
by his utterances beforo the Unitarian 
club in 1903, .while he was still a p; 
tor in New 1'ork. 
His most pointed 


sentences were: 
"New York 
women 


are society crazed," and "if they can- 
not get into society 
in this 
world, 


they are willing to take their chances 
in the next." 


For years Dr. Savage had been one 


of the most prominent and enthusias- 
tic members of the society of psychical 
research. 
Becoming interested in the 


phenomena of modern spiritualism, he 
made the,closest investigation, and be- 
came convinced that, there was a basis 
for the belief in communication with" 
the spirit world. 


He resigned his New York pastorate

LM, 1906, and went to Kedlands.

He went to New York, where 
those Roosevelt idolaters,

York Times, New York Tribune, and 
N«w York Sun,- constantly fling heavy 
editorials at his devoted head. And 
in the most polyglot city in the world 
the president '*as everywhere hailed 
with wild acclaim. The -time of his 
arrival 
was 
not 
specifically 
an- 


nounced, but cheering: thousands met 
him at the railroad station and other 
cheering thousands greeted him along 
the busy highways of the metropolis, 
and a wildly enthusiastic 
compelled 
him- to make a 


audience 
felicitous 


little three-sentence speech when he 
attended .the theatre. The plain people 
were anxious to show him their love 
and devotion. They were desirous of 
showing their trust and belief in him. 
It was their way of 
demonstrating 


what they thought of "the 
political 


bunkum that, is .written in New'York 
and drooled in the United States sen- 
ate. 


The spectacle of the president of 


the United States walking at the head 
of a parade like an ordinary citizen 
was so unprecedented that it simply 
set the people wild with delight 


Even the papers that criticized him 


so severely and 
often with what 


seemed 
malicious 
intent, - were 
so 


overcome by the. popular, enthusiasm 
with which the president was greeted 
at all points, that they were com- 
pelled to reverse -their attitude and 
award the meed of praise. 


Thus we find the vitriolic New York 


Sun forgetting its policy in reference 
to the president .and making this l 
datory admission: 


"New York has taken to the presi- 


dent, as never before: and this'is be- 
cause he has shown, to .New. York, as 
never before, personal qualities not 


reviously well- understood.- I f - • -Mr. 


Wilson had any deliberate purpose in 
allowing himself to- be surrounded in 
Washington by a protective reputa- 
tion for aloofness! "lie has managed to 
destroy much of. his own handiwork 
by his admirably human and demo- 
cratic conduct while in -town on this 
memorable 
occasion: by his tactful 


and graceful and engaging demeanor 
at every point of contact with his 
fellow citizens. 
It is a good thing for a president 


to get out of the White House once 
in a while and go freely among the 
other democrats.

The comment of the same paper on 


the president's Red Cross speech was 
equally complimentary; but in this 
the Sun only reflected the opinion of 
the nation in reference to the presi- 
dent's power of oratory when it said:

a splendid prelude to this week of 
Red Cross effort. It was at the same 
time a summons to the soul and a call

The professional anarchists of Rus- 


sia have to go the BolshevikI one bet- 
ter, in order to preserve their own dis- 
tinction and radical standing, and, in 
looking about them for new worlds to 
conquer, they've discovered that there's 
too blamed little anarchy in marriage. 
The Russian soviet at Saratov declares 
that all the beautiful women have be- 
come the property of the wealthy men, 
thus impeding the correct continuation 
of the human race. 
So, the family Is 


hereby abolished. The former hus- 
band must relinquish personal owner- 
ship of his wife. He may visit her 
occasionally, but all other men are to 
share in her ownership. 
All women 


between the ages of 17 and "2 become 
the property of the whole community. 


Of course, this scheme of the Sara- 


tov soviet isn't important. It is inter- 
esting only as showing what monstros- 
ities can get into humrm heads when 
folks set out 10 reform everything in 
sight, regardless of all laws regulating 
human rights. The Saratov .soviet, hav- 
ing resolved to make their wives and 
daughters common property, may be 
said to have surpassed the dirtiest that 
even tin; Germans propose for promo- 
tion of propagation. To

grain of justice \b immeasurably pref 
erable. Very few would imagine that 
such hideous propositions could

To Prohibit Idleness 


"Steps to prohibit idleness and lion- 


effective occupation will be welcomed 
by our people. We" shall give the idlers 
and men not effectively employed the 
choice between military service and 
effective employment. 
Every man. in 


the draft age at least, must work or 
light. 
'This is not alone a war of mili- 


tary maneuver. 
It is a deadly ''on- 


test of industries and mechanics. Ger- 
many must not bo thought of as mere- 
y possessing an army; wo must think 
of her as being an army—an army in 
which every factory and loom in the 
empiro is a recognized part in a com- 
plete machine running night and day 
at terrifle speed. 
We must make of 


ourselves the same sort of effective 
machine. 


•]t is enough to ask what would 


happen if every man in 
the nation 


turned his hand to effective work. We 
must make ourselves effective.

GROW YOUR OWN POPCORN 


"Ma, 
gimme a nickel quick. 
Here 


comes the popcorn man." 


Why not save that nickel toward a 


Thrift stamp and grow your own pop- 
corn in your war garden, says today's 
bulletin from the National War Gar- 
den 
commission. 
Popcorn 
growing 


can be made a profitable fad for the 
home gardener. Children who take up 
popcorn culture this year as a' busi- 
ness, planning 
to market .their crop 


after popping it next winter, can show 
a good cash profit from a. small plot 
of garden ground. 


A garden space -!0 feet long and -0 


feet wide will produce 
enough pop- 


corn to sell for $30 in 5-cent pack- 
ages after it is popped. 
Popcorn is 


more than a confection—it is a valu- 
able food—better than numerous kinds 
of breakfast food. 


About the time the oak trees begin 


to show leaves is the time to plant 
popcorn. Rice corn, with uneven ker- 
nels, 
is probably 
the best 
general 


purpose popcorn. 
Warm, well-drained 


soil, spaded 8 inches 
or more deep, 


and well tilled on the surface, is the 
best for popcorn. 
Do not plant too 


thickly. 8 or 10 inches apart 
in the 


row being close enough for the stalks. 
If the soil is a little moist the seeds 
will sprout sooner. Cover them about 
an inch deep. 
After that give fre- 


quent weeding arrd cultivation. 


The curing of harvested popcorn is 


important. 
If too moist 
or too dry 


the kernels will not pop well. 
It is 


well not to gather the ears until the 
husks are white and the stalks aro 
beginning to dry. 
Then husk from 


the standing stalk, and spread out the 
ears for curing 
in a well-ventilated,

PRIVATE GRAY LOST LEG 


IN THE TRENCHES, 


After spending 16 months 
In 
the 


trenches as a member of 
the 47th 


Canadian regiment, and during which 
time he had his left leg blown off by 
a ehell, Private George Gray, a native 
of this city, returned to • Lowell yes- 
terday on a brief furlough. The young 
soldier came to Lowell to visit his 
wife, who makes her home at 24 Viola 
street. 


Private Gray was employed in Brit- 


ish Columbia when the war broke out 
and as soon as the call came for vol- 
unteers he enlisted, in the 47th regi- 
ment and was sent abroad. Shortly 
after his arrival across he was sent 
to the trenches, where he remained 16 
months without receiving the slight- 
est injury. 
On June 3, 1917, however, 


his left lee was blown off by a trench 
mortar shell and since that time he 
has been confined to a hospital. A 
short time ago, or as soon as he was 
able to make the voyage, he was sent 
back to Canada. 


Speaking to a reporter of The Sun 


this morning Mr. Gray said that some 
of the Germans are 
good 
fighters, 


while others are cowards. He said he 
participated in numerous battles, no 
tably the Somme and Vimy 
Ridge, 


and it was during the battle at the 
latter place that the shell got him at 
a place near Givenchy. He said at 
one time the Bavarians went through 
the Canadian line 
and 
clean 
over 


them, but the Canadians got at them 
in the rear with their bayonets and 
many of the enemy remained on the 
battlefield. 
He said the 
Canadians 


did an excellent job at that particular 
battle. 


Speaking about his injuries Private 


Gray said that he was in the fourth 
line trench when a trench, mortal-shell 
struck him. The Huns went through 
the line and on that day they cap- 
tured a brewery plant, water works 
and other important places of indus- 
try. 
"I was left on the battlefield," 


he continued, "but after 
collecting 


my scattered senses 1 managed to 
crawl back to the 
trenches, 
from 


where I was immediately sent to a 
base hospital. 


"How Is your nerve?" queried the 
writer. 


"My nerve is fine," Was the reply, 


and as a matter of fact outside of my 
lost limb there is nothing the matter 
with me. If a man does not take the 
war too seriously while in the trench- 
es, his nerve will hold out; but if he 
thinks of what is going to happen to 
him, 
he breaks down. In winter we 


are supplied with a certain quantity 
of rum every morning and that acts 
as a stimulant for the nerve, but dur- 
ing the summer months the rum is 
substituted by lime juice." The sol- 
dier then told of the bravery of the 
Canadian soldiers and the heroic feats 
they have accomplished since the be- 
jinning of the war. He stated that 
fte will remain in Lowell a couple of 
weeks and then will return to the 
iiospital in Ontario, where he will be 
supplied with an artificial leg. .

Every Man of Draft Age Must Engage 


in Useful Occupation or Join the Army 


NEW YORK, May 23.—The great- 


est human decimation in Europe has 
not been wrought by German bullets, 
but by starvation and its attendant 
disease in the districts overrun by the 
German military power, declared Food 
Administrator Hoover, in an address 
to the National Dairy league here to- 
day. Pointing out the service which 
the dairy men of the nation 
"are 


morally drafted to fulfill," he said he 
was convinced that "if the war were 
to cease tomorrow the toil of actual 
dead from starvation and its attend- 
ant diseases would double or treble 
the five million or six million killed by 
Germany and her allies." Calling the 
dairymen to do their part in main- 
taining~the United Sta'tes 'as' a "reser- 
voir of food," Mr. Hoover said: 


"It is worse-than -folly -to put-five

million of our boys into France if the 
civilian population of .our allies is not 
also to be maintained in strength and 
morale with our food." 


In order that people 
of the allied 


powers might be provided even with 
a slender milk and fat ration by the 
United States, 
Mr. Hoover explained 


that it would be necessary for Ameri- 
can dairymen not 
only to maintain 


their herds, but to build up stocks in 
warehouses in seasons of surplus pro- 
duction. 


Mr- Hoover declared that the pres- 


ent "market system in dairy products 
is inherently a ''wasteful and expen- 
sive system. 
Our consumers need re- 


lief from the present high price lev- 
els of milk."

She emphasized the neces- 


sity of conservation and gave valuable 
hints to patriotic 
women who are 


anxious to do their part, but are at a 
Iocs just how to proceed. 
During the course of her address, the 


speaker said that the wool grown in 
this country is never sufficiently large 
for the needs of civilians even in times 
'of peace. 
We grow but about half 


what we need in scoured wool in nor- 
mal times, hence the shortage is made 
up by the addition of what is known 
as "pulled wool," which is wool but 
net of the best quality, and makes a 
-shoddy" cloth. 
At the present time, 
the army 
ii> 


using more wool than we use and it 
must be of good quality. 
If there is 


a bis demand among people for good 
wool the speaker said, it will be sup- 
plied' but it means 
taking so much 
away from the soldiers. She said that 
the buying of quantities of cloth 
is 


just as unpatriotic as the hoarding of 
flour. 
She also urged the use of American- 


made goods. 
There is a very great 


pressure for 
a. "Made In America la- 


bel 
The thing for us to do is to buy 


as little as possible, and to use Ameri- 
can goods; and if we do not find them 
quite so good as the English tweeds or 
the French flue woolens that we have 
heretofore demanded, we must stand 
behind our 
manufacturers 
who, 
in 


working on government 
orders, are 


giving the best cloth to the soldiers. 


The garment workers, also, ara mak- 


ing garments with less cloth, both for 
men and Women. 
We must give up 


the rapid changes in styles, and wear 
standardized 
garments, 
if 
possible. 


And we must keep our clothes moving. 
When we have a garment 
that we 


cannot use, we must give it away to 
someone who will wear it. and not 
store it in the attic. In the case of 
cloth that cannot be used by any one. 
the rag man should get it. because he 
will dispose of 
it where 
it will be 


pulled to pieces and made over. 
Also, more than ever before, women 


should know how to buy. In England, 
they are making a government clotn 
for men, and talking of a government 
cloth for women. 
That would be a 


boon over here, for the government 
would see to it that the cloth is good. 
A standardized cloth \vould go a loiig 
way to solve the problem.

He left Bos- 


ton in IS9G against the wishes of his 
society, and going to the pastorate of 
Robert Collyer's church (thev Church of 
the Messiah) 
in 
New York 
became 


even more widely known. 


The greatest furore created by Dr. 


Savage in recent years was when lie 
set all New York society by the ears 
by his utterances before the Unitarian 
club in 1003, while he was still a pas- 
tor in New York. 
His most pointed 


sentences 
were: 
"New York 
women 


are society crazed," and "if they can- 
not get into society 
in this 
world, 


they are willing to take their chances 
in the next." 


For years Dr. Savage had been one 


of the most prominent and enthusias- 
tic members of the society of psychical 
research. 
Becoming interested in the 


phenomena of modern spiritualism, he 
made the closest investigation, and be- 
came convinced that there was a basis 
for the belief in communication with 
the spirit world. 


He resigned his New York pastorate 


May 24, 1906, and went to Redlands, 
Calif., 
to recover 
from 
a 
nervous 


breakdown. Later he entered a priv- 
ate sanitarium, 
and 
within a short 


time was his 
old self again. 
Since 


1906, however, he had done no active 
work. 


l'"or several years he lived in Cleve- 


land, near 
his daughter, 
until Mrs. 


Savage died. 
That was 
about four 


years ago.

And 
in the most polyglot city in the world 
the president was everywhere hailed 
with wild acclaim.

nounced, but cheering thousands met 
him at the railroad station and other 
cheering thousands greeted him along 
the busy highways of the metropolis, 
and

wildly enthusiastic audience 


compelled 
him to make a- felicitous 


little three-sentence speech when he 
attended the theatre. The plain people 
were anxious to show him their love 
and devotion. They were desirous of 
showing their trust and belief in him. 
It was their way of 
demonstrating 


what they thought of the political 
bunkum that is written in New York 
and drooled in the United States sen- 
ate. 


The spectacle of the president of 


the United States walking at the head 
of a parade like an ordinary citizen 
was so unprecedented that it simply 
set the people wild with delight. 


Even the papers that criticized him 


so severely 
and 
often 
with 
what 


seemed 
malicious 
intent, were 
so 


overcome by the popular enthusiasm 
with which the president was greeted 
at all points, that' they were com- 
pelled to reverse their attitude and 
award the meed of. praise.

"Steps to prohibit idleness and non- 


effective occupation will b« welcomed 
by our people. We shall give the Idlers 
aiid men not effectively employed the 
choice between military service and 
effective employment. Every man, in 
tho draft age at least, must work or 
light. 
' 
"This is not alone a war of mili- 


tary maneuver. 
It is a deadly con- 


test of industries and mechanics. Ger- 
many must not bo thoiipht of as mere- 
ly possessing an army;\we must think 
of her as being an army—an army in 
which every factory and loom ill the 
empire is a recognized part in a com- 
plete machine running night and day 


terrific speed. 
We must make of 


ourselves the same sort of effective 
machine. 


'It .is enough to ask what would 


happen if every man in 
the 
nation 


turned his hand to effective work. We 
must make ourselves effective.

must, organize for the future. We must 
make vast withdrawals for the army 
and immediately close up tho ranks 
of industry behind the gap with an 
accelerating production of every use- 
ful thing in necessary measure.

engagement by able-bodied men in the

considering, however, offers great pos- 
sibilities in improving the draft,

Considering the selective service law, 
we see- two principal cases of

SAYS CORRESPONDENT 


LONDON. May 2o—Percy Robinson 


sends the following dispatch to the 
Daily News from British correspond- 
ents' headquarters in France: 


We enter the third month of the 


great offensive in a period of suspense 
in which silence seems to hang 50 
heavy that one can almost hear the 
strained expectancy of 
the 
armies 


waiting for. the next move. Day fol- 
lows day of golden sunshine and in- 
tense heat. Guns thunder 
and 
the 


skies are full of airplanes almost like 
summer gnats. And it is as if over 
to the eastward beyond the horizon 
one knew that banked thunder clouds 
were already full to bursting. Burst 
of course they will, but meantime the 
still, hot. sunshine goes on and the 
suspense becomes a thing almost tan- 
gible and palpable. 


It is no time for boasting, but rath- 


er for prayer: but. one may draw le- 
gitimate encouragement from, some of 
the facts. Whether the Germans are 
satisfied with what tlvy have won in 
two months by using up over 100 divi- 
sions or three-quarters of their ar- 
mies, one can only guess, but surely 
no German would ever believe that on 
the main battle front, from 
Arras 


southward, the German armies would 
be no further forward at the end of 
t\vn months than they were at the 
end of the first week of lighting. 


llorlancourt, where, the Australians 


have just been recovering ground, was 
in German hands on March 2S, and our 
line that night was further back there 
than-it is today. 
Nowhere on all that 


main battle front has the enemy made 
any appreciable progress 
since 
the 


beginning of April. And it has not 
been for lack of trying, as his fre- 
quent flares about Ville-Bretonnoux 
and Albert and in Aveluy Woods and 
the Bozincourt areas sufficiently tes- 
tify.

Kill Hospital Patients 


WITH 
THE BRITISH 
ARMY IN 


FRANCE. May 23'(By the Associated 
Press).—German 
airmen again 
have 


bombed heavily British hospitals in the 
area behind, the lines and this time 
have killed and wounded some hundreds 
among the personnel and 'patients of 
many different hospitals in the group. 


Several Sisters Killed 


Recorded in the casualty list are the 


names 
of several sisters who, with 


other women nurses, stood bravely by 
their posis throughout a terrific deluge 
of explosives. 


There 
is in the neighborhood one 


large American hospital and another in 
which there arc American workers, but 
neither of these appear to have suf- 
fered. 
l*ast summer a number of 


American 
doctors 
and nurses wer3 


killed and, wounded when these same 
hospitals were raided by the Germans. 


This latest horror was perpetrated 


Sunday 
night, apparently 
by 
four 


squadrons of enemy planes which 
ap- 


pear to have comprised more than a 
score of machines. A great number of 
bombs were dropped, about 30 per cent 
of them huge affairs, which dug vast 
craters in the hospital grounds and the 
rest high explosive shrapnel which sent 
their death dealing" bullets tearing in 
every direction through 
the 
crowded 


hospital tents and buildings. 


One Airplane Downed 


A three-seated airplane was brought 


down by gunfire while flying- at a low 
altitude aiul the occupants were made 
prisoners. 
The enemy captain and tti 


pilot sustained comparatively 
light 


shrapnel wounds, while the 
observer 


was .not hurt. When questioned why he 
had directed his men against hospitals 
the captain explained in a matter of 
fact way that he didn't see 
the Red 


Cross signs. 
He said he was seeking 


military objectives and had no desire 
to molest hospitals. 


With a. shrug of his shoulders, thd 


German captain added that if the Brit- 
ish chose to build their hospitals near 
railways, they must expect to get them 
bombed. 


The captain spoke excellent English. 


Asked where he had learned it, he re- 
plied that he had been in diplomatic 
service before the war. 


Sunday night's raid was divided into 


two phases, the first of which began 
shortly after 10 o'clock and lasted until 
11 o'clock. Not satisfied with this, the 
enemy returned at 11.40 o'clock and 
heivily bombed hospitals filled with 
wounded men. 


In one building which Tras damaged 


most seriously, all the patients were

IN 1IREN

trenches as a member of 
the 47th 


Canadian regiment, and during which 
time he had his left leg blown oil by 
a shell. Private George Gray, a native 
of this city, returned to Lowell yes- 
terday on a brlertiirlough. The young 
soldier came to Lowell to visit his 
wife,: who makes her home at 24 Viola 
street. 


Private Gray was employed in Brit- 


ish "Columbia when the war broke out 
and as soon as the call came for vol- 
unteers he enlisted in the 47th regi- 
ment and was sent abroad. Shortly 
after his arrival across he was sent 
to the trenches, where he remained 16 
months without receiving the slight- 
est injury. 
On June 3, 1917, however, 


his left leg was blown oft by a trench 
mortar shell and since that time he 
has been confined to a, hospital. A 
short time ago, or as soon as he was 
able to make the voyage, he was sent 
back to Canada. 
Speaking -to a reporter of The Sun 


this morning Mr. Gray said that some 
of the Germans are 
good 
fighters, 


while others are cowards. He said he 
participated in numerous battles, no 
tably the Somme and Vlmy Ridge, 
and it was during the battle at the 
latter place that the shell got him at 
a place near Givenchy. He said at 
one time the Bavarians went through 
the Canadian line 
and 
clean 
over 


them, but the Canadians got at them 
in the rear with their bayonets and 
many of the enemy remained on the 
battlefield. 
He said the Canadians 


did an excellent job at that particular 
battle. 


Speaking about his injuries Private 


Gray said that he was in the fourth 
line trend) when a trench mortar shel 
struck him. The Huns went through 
the line ana on that day they cap- 
tured a brewery plant, water works 
and other important places of indus- 
try. 
"I was left on the battlelield,' 


he continued, 
"but 
after 
collecting 


my scattered senses I managed 
to 


crawl back to the 
trenches, 
from 


where I was immediately sent to a 
base hospital. 


"How is your nerve?" queried th 


writer. 


"My nerve is fine," was the reply 


and as a matter of fact outside of m: 
lost limb there is nothing the matte 
with me, ,If a man does not take the 
war too seriously while in the trench 
es, his nerve will hold out; but if he 
thinks of what is going to happen t 
him, he breaks down. In winter w 
are supplied with a certain quantits 
of rum every morning and that .act;

substituted by lime juice." The sol 
dier then told of the bravery of th 
Canadian soldiers and the heroic feat 
they have accomplished since the be 
ginning of the war.

Amos P. Best of Dracut appeared be- 
ore the Massachusetts highway com- f 
missioners yesterday afternoon in an 


(fort to convince the members of the 
ommlssion that he was not seriously 
at fault in the automobile accident 
which occurred March 31 last, and 
which resulted in the death of Aspar 
Saber of Lowell, who was a passenger 
n Best's car. 


He explained that he was driving 


along the Lawrence boulevard in Me- 
huen, going at a rate of from 12 to 
5 miles an hour, and saw a long 
distance ahead of hini two' persons 
walking at the side of the road. He 
blew his horn to warri them of big 
approach, and they stepped off the 
highway just as a boy on a bicycle ( 
was passing them, and just, as Best 
came along. Suddenly the boy on the 
>icycle, whose name was said to be 
Michael Habbeb. turned 
his 
front 


wheel- to the left, and directly in the 
path of Best's 
car. 
Best 
turned 


sharply to the left to avoid the boy 
and ran into the guard fence. 
Up to this'ijoint all/witnesses, of the 


accident agree as to the facts, even 
the boy on the bicycle admitting that 
le turned in front of Best's machine, 
and that his front wheel was smashed 
c»y the collision. 
Best claimed that when he struck 


the fence he turned his wheel -to the 
right and tried to get back.again into 
the highway, but for some "reason he 
was unable to do BO. He was. unable 
to say whether the hub cap of his car 
was caught in Ihe guard rail on the 
fence, or whether the ground was so 
soft that the front wheel cut in and 
for that reason did not respond to 
the steering apparatus. At all events, 
he claimed, he ran along beside the 
fence for a distance of thirty feet or 
so, trying all the time to get his car 
back into the highway. Finally the. 
banking gave way under the weight 
of his car, it crashed 
through 
the 


fence and went down over .a twelve 
foot .embankment, overturning 
twice, 


in its descent. This caused the death, 
of Aspar Saber. 
Members of the commission decided 


that the accident, occurred substan- 
tially as Best explained, but they were 
somewhat of

opinion 
that 
he 


should have brought his car to a stop, 
instead of keeping it going along tha 
fence when he found that he could 
not turn it. To this suggestion, Mr. 
Best replied that he feared the em- 
bankment would give way under him 
if he stopped, and that was his. reason 
for keeping it going.
